Now that our moon walking A s­ 
tronauts are safely back on earth the 
whole world seem s to b e a little 
clo ser, 
at least for the moment. 
There was about a week in time that 


p H mankind seemed to join t o g e t h e r 
in support of three of their fellow­ 
men. It may well be that even if man 
gains nothing else from the money 
spent that such a r a r e occasion as 
this was worth it. 
But really, as hard as it is for 
those of us who are nonscientific in 
mind to realize, some day m an will 
likely lookback atthfs time and point 
to it as one of the m ost important 
events in the history of man. 
It is likely that at every point 
that man has set out to explore his 
world there have been those who have 
felt that it was a waste of both mon­ 
ey and effort. 
W hile it was taken for granted 
to some extent, the instant w orld­ 
wide communications with the moon 
by radio and especially television 
would really have to be placed al­ 
most on a par with the trip to the 
moon itself from the standpoint of 
m an's achievement. 
While the precautions a re prob­ 
ably to the best in terest of e v e ry ­ 
one, 
it does seem such a shame 
that we have to wait m ore than two 
weeks to give our astronauts the 
hero's welcome that they so richly 
deserve. 
Just a random thought on the 
whole 
moon 
v en ture—we wonder 
what the third astronaut, Michael 
Collins, was thinking as he kept his 
lonely vigil around the moon while 
the whole world w as foc using its 
attention on Neil A rm strong and Ed­ 
win Aldrin. 
We wonder if at least 
someone at Houston took the time 
to talk to him once in awhile. 


Next Tuesday we will be going 
to the polls to vote on nine proposed 
am endm ents to the Texas Constitu­ 
tion. 
Because this is a special e - 
lection and the voting is likely to be 
light we would urge everyone 
to 
make a special effort to vote. 
This is one of the ra re tim es 
that we do not have a few am end­ 
ments proposed that are strictly lo­ 
cal by nature. All nine affect e v e ry ­ 
one in the state and should be voted 
on by every one of us. 
While the first one on the ballot 
is supposed to be just a clean-up 
amendm ent that would get rid of 
some of the deadwood in our con­ 
stitution the Attorney General says 
that it could cause some title prob­ 
lems. 
Since we are not really in a 
position to judge 
this m a tte r we 
would suggest that it should be r e ­ 
jected and let the legislature take 
another look at it. 
Probably 
the 
m o st important 
one of the nine is num ber two which 
is the Texas W ater Plan, and we 
feel that it is to the best interest of 
all of Texas that this one be passed. 
While many people no 
doubt 
turned down the increase in the w el­ 
fare ceiling on the grounds 
that 
they did not care to give am m ore 
to dependent or illegitimate child­ 
ren, it just does not work that way. 
If the voters turn down this am end­ 
ment again it will mean a cut in aid 
to state w elfare recipients, includ­ 
ing the old and the blind. This one 
should be passed this time. 
Many people take the attitude 
that annual sessions of the L egis­ 
lature would just mean increased 
cost of state government, 
but we 
feel that the s ta te ’s business is just 
too big to be handled once e v e n two 
y ears. 
We can also see that the 
legislators should have more m on­ 
ey, if they are to m e et every year, 
but we wonder about paying them as 
much as a full time distric t judge 
makes. 
We think that the voters 
should turn down amendm ent three 
and let the legislature t n again. 
We feel that the remaining four 
amendm ents should be passed.

tegration problems. 
Bob Reynolds, project di­ 
rector, said no contract has 
yet been made and noted that 
this is the first time the feder­ 
ally-financed center has been 
ordered by a court to work 
with a local board. 
COURTS — Sundaco, the 
*‘only-on-Sunday” retail firm 
which lenses other stores on a 
once a week basis, can stay 
In business until 
Attorney 
General Martin proves it is 
illegal. 
State Supreme Court has 
turned down Sundaco’s appeal 
of a lower court’s refusal to 
say whether Sundaco is vio­ 
lating antitrust laws. And the 
Supreme Court endorsed the 
appellate court’s decision not 
to issue an opinion on anti­ 
trust or Sunday Closing laws 
until the State Attorney Gen­ 
eral takes action. 
Sundaco “buys” 
merchan­ 
dise from certain stores every 
Saturday night, and "sells” it 
back to the owner every Sun­ 
day evening, thus circumvent­ 
ing the Sunday Closing law 
and allowing Hie merchandise 
to !to sold seven days a week. 
State Supreme Court also 
has reversed the decision of an 
appeals court in the George 
Rivoria Santana case. 
Santana was tried as a ju­ 
venile deliquent in a Texas 
Youth Council 
hearing and 
convicted. 
An appeals court reversed 
that derision saying ho should 
have been tried as an adult — 
in which case be might have 
gotten off 
However, the Supreme Court 
reversed the appeal’s decision 
nnd said Ihe trial court should 
decide if a trial or hearing 
was needed and upheld his con­ 
viction as a juvenile deliquent. 
OIL DEPLETION 
Most 
Texas 
government 
leaders 
publicly 
denounced 
fiction 
by the U. S House Ways nnd 
Means Committee that would, 
if accepted by both houses of 
Congress and the President, 
cut the oil depletion allowance 
from 275 per cent to 20 per 
cont 
Lt. Gov. Ben Barnes and 
Atty. Gen Martin “deplored” 
the ; lotion. Barnes condemned 
it, and cited tho contributions 
the oil industry has made and 
will make to Texas 
Martin charged that it will 
cut the amount of state taxes 
coming from the oil industry. 
James Wilson, a researcher 
for the State Comptroller, dis­ 
agreed. He says more money 
would come to the state if 
the depletion allowance was 
lowered. Ho figures that tho 
oil and gas 
companies will 
raise prices to make up the 
difference 
and since state 
taxes are based on the price, 
the amount of money coming 
in should increase.
